(Being a paper read at the Brady 
school to a meeting of the Mutual Im¬ 
provement Society) 

It appears to the speaker that he 
is in a very unpopular position when 
he attempts to advocate the cause of 
Socialism in Western Canada. In the 
whole of my excursions through this 
world of ours, going to and fro, there¬ 
in. (that’s just what the devil said to 
Job, say you) I have found no spot 
where there are fewer avowed social¬ 
ists than in this Western Canada of 
ours. More than that socialism is 
looked upon .w'jth contempt/ and a 
socialist as little less than a criminal 
instead of being a little less than the 
Angels. Now I cannot but think that 
this is largely due to ignorance of 
socialism and of course ignorance 
breeds prejudice. This is a big sub¬ 
ject and I have had to prepare this 
paper without assistance from any 
books appertaining to he matter and 
have to rely on what little knowledge 
of my subject I have picked up in the 
course of a varied and chequered car- 
ear. 

In the first place then let us do 
away with the misconception so wide¬ 
ly indulged in. that is that socialists 
want to bring all men down to then* 
level.

I have 
heard Canadians say how unjust it 
seems that landlords in the Old Coun¬ 
try are allowed to own so much land so 
that other people can get hold of it 
only at a very high price, either to 
lease or to buy; but slowly and surely 
the estates are being broken up. What 
can we say of Canada. We find we 
are rushing headlong into the same 
position England is just getting out 
of. Here men are building up big 
estates. One man may acquire half 
a dozen sections and another may stick 
at only a quarter. Does that look as 
if you can crow at til over England in 
this matter. Socialists say that the 
land belongs to the people and the 
people would let hose who are the far¬ 
mers cultivate the land for the pro¬ 
duction of all farm produce for the 
consumption and use of the people. 
But no fkrmer would have more land 
to cultivate or more work to do 
to cultivate or momre work to do 
than he can eaasily and comfortably 
attend to. In return for his labor the 
people would give him the produce of 
their labor in the shape of all the 
needful things he requires in this life, 
Now it has been computed that if 


man born of women has certain things 
which he should do whilst on this 
earth, certain duties to perform. Do 
not we all know this. Has not the 
first great socialist, the Carpenter of 
Nazareth told us thi s in no uncertain 
terms. There is useful work in this 
world for every one and cannot you 
see that 1 if one man because he 'has 
money shirks that work another man 
has to do hi s own share and the idle 
man’s share too.

The Experiences Of An American 
In Kitchener’s Mob x 


We halted to wait for our trench 
guides at the village of Vermelles 
about three miles back of our lines. 
The men lay down thankfully in the 
mud and many were soon asleep de¬ 
spite the terrific noise. Our ■batteries, 
concealed in the ruins of houses, were 
keeping up a steady fire and the Ger¬ 
man guns were replying almost as hot¬ 
ly. The weird flashes lit up the shat¬ 
tered walls with a fascinating, bizarr- 
ed effect. By their light I saw men 
lying with their heads thrown back 
over their pack-sacks, their rifles lean 
ing across their bodies; others stand- 
in attitudes of suspended animation 
The noise was deafening. One was 
thrown entirely upon his own resourc¬ 
es for comfort and companionship, for 
it was impossible to converse. While 
we were wailing for the order to movo 
a homeless dog put his cold nise into 
my hand. Every muscle in his body 
wa s quivering. I wanted to console 
himm in his own language. But I 
knew very little french, and I should 
have had to shout into his ear at the 
top af my voice to have made myself 
heard. When we marched I lost him. 
And I never saw him again. 

There was a further march of two 
and a half miles over open country 
the scene of great battle. The ground 
was a maze of abandoned trenches 
and was pitted with shell holes. The 


hazardly. We machine gunners are 
always heavily loaded. In addition to 
clay was so slippery and we were so 
heavily loaded that we fell down at 
every step. Some af the boys told 
m afterwards that I cursed Hike blue 
biases all the way up. I was not con¬ 
scious of this . but I can readily under 
stand that it may have been true. At 
any rate, as a result of that march, 
I lost what reputation I had for be¬ 
ing temperate in the use of profanity. 

We crossed what had been the first 
line of British trenches, which marked 
the starting point of the advance, and 
and from there the ground was cover¬ 
ed with the bodies if our comrades, 
men who had “done their bit.”as Tom¬ 
my saye, and wiuld never go home; 
some were huddled in pathetic little 
groups of two or three as they might 
have crept together f°r companionship 
| before they died. Some were lying 
face downward just as they had fallen 
Other attitudes revealed dreadful suf- 
j fering. Many were hanging on the 
| tangles of German barbed wire which 
the heaviest of bombardments never 
completely destroys. We saw them 
only by the light of distant trench roc 
kets and stumbled on them and over 
them when the darkness returned. 

It is an unpleasant experience, mar¬ 
ching under fire, on the top of the 
ground while the enemy is firing hap-

the usual infantry-mans burden, we 
had our machine guns to carry, and 
our ammunition, water supply tools 
and instruments. We were very eager 
to get under cover but we had to go 
slowly. By the time we reached the 
trench we were nearly exhausted. 

The men who we were to relieve 
were packed up, ready to move out, 
when we arrived. We ■-.threw our 
•rifles and equipment on the parapet 
and stood close to the side of the 
trench to allow them to pass. They 
were cased with mud. Their faces, 
which I saw by the glow of matches 
or of lighted cigarettes were haggard 
an^d worn. A week’s growth of beard 
gave them a wild and barbaric ap¬ 
pearance. They talked eagerly. They 
were hysterically cheerful; voluble 
from sheer nervous reaction. They 
had the prospect of getting away for 
a little while from the sickening hor¬ 
rors; the sight of maimed and shat¬ 
tered bodies, the deafening noise, the 
nauseating odor of decaying flesh. As 
they moved out there were the usual 
conversations which took place bet¬ 
ween incoming and outgoing troops. 

‘‘Wot sort of a week you’ad, mate? 

“It ain’t been a lucky week, son; it’s 
been a lifetime-’ 

I ‘Lucky fer us you blikes come in 
just w‘en you did. We’ve about 
reached the limit.'* 

“ ( Ow far we got to go fer water?” 

“ ’Bout two Awful journey 

Tyke you all night to do it. You got to 
stop every minute, they’s so much 
traffic along that trench. Go down 
Stanley Road about five ‘ unnerd yards, 
turn off to yer left in Essex Alley, 
then yer first right. Brings you 

right out where the pump is.” 

“Eye’s a straight tip! Send yer 
water fatigue down early in the morn¬ 
ing: three o'clock at the latest. They’s 
thousand’s usin' that well an’ she goes 
dry arter a little w'ile’ 

“You blokes want any souvenirs, all 
you got to do is to pick them up: 
’elmets, reyolvers, rifles, and Gorman 
diaries. You wite till mornin’ You’ll 
see plenty.” $ 

“Is thi s the last line o’ Fritzie’s 
trenches?” 

“Cant tell you, mate. All we know 
is, we got ‘ ere some' ow an' we been 
a-'oldin’ on. My Gawd! It's been 
awful! They calme^ down a bit to¬ 
night. You blokes is lucky cornin’ in 
just w‘en you did.” 

I I ain't got a pal left out o’ my sec- 1 
tion. You’ll see some of ’em We 
ain't had time to bury ’em.” 

They were soon gone and we were 
left in ignorance of the sitnation. We 
knew only approximately the posit¬ 
ion of the living enemy and the dead 
spoke only to us in dumb show, tell¬ 
ing us unspeakable things about the 
horrors of modern warfare 

Fortunately for us, the fire of the 
German batteries, during our first 
in captured trenches, was directed 
chiefly against positions to our right 
and left. The shells from our °wn 
batteries were exploding far in ad¬ 
vance of our sector of trench, and we 
judged from this that we were hold¬ 
ing what had been the enemies last 
line, and that the British artillery 
were shelling the lino along which 
they would dig themselves in anew. 
We felt more certain of this later in 
the night when working parties were, 
sent from the battalion to a point 
twelve twelve hundred yards in front 
of thg trenches we were then holding. 
They were to dig a new line there, 
and to connect with entrenchments. 

! which had been pushed forward on 
, either side of us 


At daybreak; we learned that we 
were slightly to the left of Hill 70. 
lach, a small vilage still in the pos¬ 
session of the Germans, was to our 
left front. Midway between Hill 70 
and Hillach and immediately to the 
front of our position, there was a long 
stretch of open country which sloped 
gently forward for six or eight hun¬ 
dred yards, and then rose gradually 
towards the skyline. In the first as¬ 
sault the British troops had pushed on 
past the trenches we were holding and 
had advanced up to the opposite slope, 

V. 

nearly a mile further on. There they 
started to dig themselves in, but an 
unfortunate delay in getting forward 
had given the enemy time to collect a 
strong force of local reserves behind 
his sceond line, which was several 
hundred yard s beyond. So heavy fire 
had been concentrated upon them that 
the British troops had been forced to 
retre to the line we were then occupy¬ 
ing. They had met with heavy losses 
both in advancing and retiring, and 
the ground in front of us for nearly a 
mile was strewn with bodies. We 
did not learn all of this at once. We 
knew nothing of our exact position 
during the night, but as there ap¬ 
peared to be no enemy within striking 
distance of our immediate front, v we 
stood on the firing benches vainly try¬ 
ing to get our bearings. About one 
o’clock, we witnessed the fascinatng 
spectacle of a counter-attack at night 

It came with dramatic suddenness, 
the striking spectacular display, of a 
motion picture battle. The pictorial 
effect seemed extravagantly over¬ 
drawn. 

There was a sudden hurricane of 
rifle and machine gun fire, and in an 
instant all the desolate landscape was 
revealed under the light of innumer¬ 
able trench rockets. We saw the 
enemy advancing in irregular lines to 
the attack. They were exposed to a 
pitiless infantry fire. I could follow 


the curve of our trenches on the left 
by alrpost solid sheet of flame issuing 
from the riffles of our comrades a- 
gainst whom the assault was launch¬ 
ed. The artillery ranged upon the ad¬ 
vancing lines at once, and the air was 
filled with the roar of bursting shells 
and the melancholy whing-g-g of fly¬ 
ing shrapnel. 

I did not belivethat any one could 
cross that fire-swept area alive, but 
before many moments we heard the 
staccato of bursting bombs and hand 
grenade s which meant that some of 
the enemy at least, were within stri¬ 
king distance. There was a sharp 
cresendo of deafenings sound, then, 
gradually, the firing ceased, and the 
word came down ther line “Counter¬ 
attack aginst the -Guards; and 

jolly well beaten off too.” Another 
was attempeted before daybreak, and 
again the same sickenng smell of lyd¬ 
dite, the same ghastly noon-day ef-

feet, he same gradual silence, and the 
same result.

Farm Accounting 

And Income Tax 


Farer’s Account Book Published 
Commission of Conservation 
Demonstrates Its 
Usefulness 


A Saskatchewan farmer writes to 
the Commission of Conservation “Re¬ 
ceived your Farmsr's Account Book 
think it is a very simple, handy book 
and I found it very useful in keeping 
track of everything on the farm. 1 
entered it up about every week and 
do not see how a farmer lan intelli¬ 
gently fill out hi s income tax returns 
without a book such as this.” Many 
other farmers have written commend¬ 
ing the book for this and other reas¬ 
ons. 

The Commission of Conservation 
issued the Farmer's Account Book 
primarily to support better farming 
through encouraging better business 
methods on the part of the farmer, 
come Tax Branch takes no account of 
ment in favour of its use by all farm¬ 
ers. except such as have already a 
counts. 

It will not be out of place, there¬ 
fore. to give a few hints regarding 
the manner in which the data noted 
in the account book should be used 


in filling out the income tax return. 

The first, and most important, 
thing to notice is that the farm ac¬ 
counts must be kept absolutely sep¬ 
arate from the house-hold accounts. 
Farm expenses are allowed as deduc¬ 
tions from income, but household ex¬ 
penses are not. For example, feed 
purchased for stock is 2 t farm expense 
but provisions bought for the family 
insurance premiums paid on the barn, 
granary, etc., and depreciation and re¬ 
pairs on these buildings are charged 
to the farm, but similar expenses on 
the hou^e are persinal. just as they 
would be in the case of a >'ity man 

Secondly, it must be noted that, 
with one or two exceptions, the ?.n- 
conie Tax ranch takes no account r> 
either receipts or expenses other than 
cash. The exceptions are: Under 
Gross Income, the item “Value of Fra¬ 
uds consumed on Farm”; under Ex¬ 
penses Claimed as Deductions from 
Income, the items ‘ ‘Board of Farm 
Help” and depreciation’*, also “Rent“ 


if paid wholly or partly in kind. Wa¬ 
ges for members of the farmers fam¬ 
ily are not allowed to be claimed as 
a deduction unless paid in cash. In¬ 
crease in live stock is not required 
to be declared a s part of income, 
neither is the loss of live stock 
through death permitted to be deduct¬ 
ed. Hence, even if the farmer opens 
and closes his books on the first of 
January so that his business year 
corresponds with the callender year 
(which is not at all necessary), the 
total farm receipts and expenses as 
shown on page 25 of the Account 
Book will not correspond with similar 
to be declared in the income tax re¬ 
turn. 

The differences, however, simplify 
rather than complicate the task of 
filling out the return, as it i s not nec¬ 
essary to make an inventory. The 
cash then the latter had immediately 
track of on pages 1-18 of the Account 
Book and may be readily picked out 
and transferred to the Income Tax 


Branch. The only troublesome item 
is likely to be “Value of Products of 
Farm Consumed on Farm.” This can 
best be filled up from the household 
accounts, if such are kept, as it in¬ 
cludes all the butter, eggs, meat, milk, 
poultry, and vegetables, etc, raised on 
the farm and consumed in the house. 
In cases where such articles are trad¬ 
ed at the store for other articles, 
transactions of this nature should be 
entered on the books as though the 
storekeeper had paid the farmer in. 
cash and then the lattel had immedi¬ 
ately spent the money in the same 
store. For example, if three pounds 
of butter is traded for a pair of glives. 
the value of the buttter must be en¬ 
tered a s a cash receipt and credited 
to the farm. The gloves, being an 
article of personal use cannot be 
charged against the farm as a busi¬ 
ness expense. They should be entered 
in the farmer’s own personal account, 
if he keeps one, but. so far as the

Every person required to make a return, who 
fails to do so within the time limit, shall be 
subject to a penalty of Twenty-five per centum 
of the amount of the tax payable. 

Any person, whether taxable, or otherwise, 
who falls to make a return or provide informa¬ 
tion duly required according to the provision of 
the Act, shall be liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty of $100 for each day during 
which the default continues. Also any person 
making a false statement in any return or in 
any information required by the Minister, shall 
be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10,000, or to six months’imprison¬ 
ment or to both fine and imprisonment.

Economical Lye 

An easy and econmmical way in 
which to get lye when one burns pop¬ 
lar wood is as follows: Empty all 
ashes or as many as you wish into 
a dish that will leak a little at the 
bottom. This should be set over a 
dish that does not leak. Into the 
ashes pour water: and again in a day 
to soak them so that it will slowly 
drip into the lower dish. Keep the 
ashes damp enough to drip and you 
will find an excellent lye in the lower 
dish. When the strength seems to be 
extracted empty the old ashes and 
refill. This lye will keep nursery 
bottles or any bottles crystal clear 
by putting a cupful into the bottle 
and shaking it well. The lye can be 
used many times if wished. This lye 
made by this method is good for all 
cleaning and washing purposes.
